DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-5, 7 and 9-14 (renumbered 1-12) are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. Applicant's claimed invention is directed to a CCD image sensor liaving a driver 
that drives the CCD with a driving signal. Applicant also requires a variable gain 
amplifier for amplifying the image signal read out of the CCD. These features are 
known in the art. However, Applicant further requires a controller to control the 
maximum output signal of the CCD image sensor depending on the gain value by 
controlling the amplitude of the driving signal (see Applicant's specification Figures 2a- 
c). This feature was not discovered in the prior art during the examiner's search. 
Applicant is motivated to do so in order to reduce ringing and streaking in the image 
signal (see Applicant's specification, page 2, lines 3-7). Therefore, applicant's 
application is in condition for allowance.
